WIFE GOT SECRET DIVORCE 


PLACED LITTLE ONES IN METH- 
ODIST ORPHANS’ HOME. 


Instructor in National University 
Prays for Possession of the Boy 
and Girl to Rear Them. 


Judge Fisher, in division No. 5 of the 
Circuit Court this morning, granted the ap- 
plication for a writ of habeas corpus made 
by Prof. Henry M. Wills, an instructor in 
the National University at Washington, 
D. C., and directed Miss M. A. Sleigh, ma- 
tron of the Methodist Orphans’ Home As- 
sociation at Maryland and Newstead ave- 
nues, to produce the petitioner's children, 
Dan, aged 7 years, and Neva, 5 years, in 
court Thursday morning at 10 o'clock. 

The petitioner recites that he married 


Miss Zella E. Spellings at Kirklin, Ind., 
Aug. 15, 1894. 
In April of 1899, he alleges, his wife ob- 


tained permission to visit her parents in 
Gibson County, Tenn. She took the chil- 
dren with her, and, after remaining away 
a short period, refused, he says, to return. 
After an absence of six months, he al- 
leges, she filed suit for a divorce in the 
Gibson County Circuit Court, representing 
that she had lived in the state two years 
and that the residence of her husband was 
unknown. In August of the same year she 
obtained a decree of ditorce and was 
awarded the custody of the children. 

The plaintiff avers that he knew nothing 
of her suit for divorce until after the de- 
cree was granted, and he immediately took 
steps to secure its annuiment. He filea 
suit for that purpose in ths Gibson County 
Circuit Court in November, 19)1, and ap- 
plied for a writ of habeas corpus to have 
the children produced in court. 
Immediately after his former wife was 
served with the writ she secretly fled from 
the state, he alleges, taking the children. 
At the July term of court, he says, Zella 
E. Wills, alias Rhinehart, was indicted for 
attempting to avoid a habeas corpus writ 
and was fined for contempt of court. An 
attachment for her arrest was issued and 
is still in the hands of the sheriff of Gibson

County. 

The petition alleges that he believes his 
former wife married a man named Rhine- 
hart in Memphis, Tenn., in September, 1900, 
but that three months later Rhinehart 
obtained a divorce. 

Wills declares he has discovered that the 
children are now unlawfu!ly detained by 
their mother in the Methodist Orphans’ 
Home at Maryland and Newstead avenues, 
under the name of Rhinehart. 

He states that his position as instructor 
in the National University enables hiin to 
properly rear and educate the ehildren, and 
that the mother is morally unfit to be 
their custodian.

‘The Few Witnesses Summoned Said 
Bersch Was Not an Object of 
Prejudice — Motion to 
Quash Is Overruled. 


Judge ©'’Nelll Ryan, at 12:45 this after- 
neon, denied the application of Edmund 
Bersch, charged with perjury, for a change 
of venuc. Judge Ryan declared that from 
the evidence offered he cannot find that 
Such prejudice exists against Bersch in 
St. Louis as will prevent him from having 
fair and impartial trial here. 

In denying the change of venue Judge 
Ryan stated that while he believed in the 
cases of Edward Butler and Charles H. 
Kratz a feeling of personal prejudice had 
existed, he could not find from the evidence 
that such a prejudice existed in the case 
of Mr. Bersch. Neither could he find undue 
prejudice against the combine. 

Immediately after the giving of the de- 
cision Judge Krum moved to quash the 
indictment. Judge Ryan took the motion 
under advisement and adjourned court till 
2 o'clock. 

Edmund Bersch is on trial on the charge 
of perjury in connection with the Suburban 
bill boodle cases. The trial was resumed 
in Judge Ryan’s court this morning, and 
the hearing of testimony in behalf of the 
state opposing Bersch's application for a 
change of venue was heard. 

When court wes called to order Mr. 
Rersch was not in court. ‘The sheriff called 
his name three times, but still he did not 
appear. Twenty minutes later he came in 
smiling and took his seat as though his tar- 
diness were the prorer thing. 

He was called before Judge Ryan and se- 
verely renvrimanded agd warned that h-re- 
after he must be tn court on time or suffer 
the penalty. 

The first witness called was C. E. Udell. 
who testified that he did not believe such 
prejudice existed in St. Louis that Mr. 
Bersch cou'd not get a fair trial. He said 
that he belleved that there was a prejudice 
against the crime but not arainst the man. 

He further testified that there was a feel- 
ing against the combine, which had been 
defrauding St. Lo~is, but that he did not 
think Mr. Bersch had been singled out for 
the target of this feeling. *

WASHINGTON, 
Roosevelt today 
designating Thursday, 
of thanksgiving. 

The proclamation is as follows: 

“According to the yearly custom of our 
people, it falls upon the President at this 
season to appoint a day of féstival and 
thanksgiving to God. 

“Over a century and a quarter has passed 
Since this country took its place among the 
nations of the earth, and during that time 
we have had, on the whole, more to be 
thankful for than has fallen to the lot 
of any other people. Generation after gen- 
eration has grown to manhood and passed 
away. Each has had to bear its peculiar 
burdens, each to face its special crisis, and 
each has known years of grim trial, when 
the countrv was menaced by malice, domes. 
tic or foreign levy, when the hand of the 
Lord was heavy upon it in drouth or flood 
or pestilence, when in bodily distress and 
in anguish of soul it paid the: penalty of 
foll vand a froward heart. Nevertheless, 
decade by decade we have struggled on- 
ward and upward; we now abundantly en- 
joy material well- being. and under the 
favor of the Most High we are striving 
earnestly to achieve moral and spiritual!

several times a day. Then he ordered an 
automobile sent from Paris, and when that 
arrived he alternated his maritime exploits 
with short dashes along the road. 
“Finally he added a two-horse carriage to 
his vehicles, using the three modes of 
travel alternately.’’

NOW A PRISONER OF WAR 


SURRENDERED TO COLOMBIAN 
GOVERNMENT FORCES. 


This Event Foreshadows Early Peace 
on the Isthmus and an End of the 
War Which Has Continued 
for Two Years, 


Gen. 
URIBE-UAIBE. 


Special to the Post-Dispatcn. 

WASHINGTON, Oct. 29.—Official dis- 
patches confirm the Panama report of the 
surrender of the rebel general, Rafeal 
Uribe-Uribe, with 2500 men, 10 pieces of 
/artillery and a large amount of ammuni- 
tion. 
| This event foreshadows the end of the 
‘rebellion and early peace on the isthmus. 
| Gen. Uribe-Uribe is one of the most pic- 
| turesque characters ever developed on the 
; isthmus. He is only 40 years old. tall, 
|athletic and unsmiling. He came to the 
| United States two years ago with a num- 

ber of his staff, including R. Perez, his 

private secretary, whose wife is a Chicago 
‘girl Even at that time the revolution 
' was well under way, and Gen. Uribe-Uribe 
directed its operations for several weeks 
| from his Broadway hotel. While in this 
;country he made friends with several! 
i|prominent business men, who were im- 
| pressed with his plain sincerity and his 
patriotic fervor. 

{ Uribe-Uribe was born up in the moun- 
tains of. Antochia, in the interior of Co- 
lombia and on the crest of the Andes. His 
; mother was famous for her beauty, while 
| his father was an athlete and rancher. 

Gen. Uribe-Uribe has been a factor in 
every revolution since 1876. 

Uribe-Uribe was a rebel at 16 and has 
been fighting most of the time since. 

His first battles were fought in the rev- 
olution of 1875. 

At the outbreak of the revolution {n 1885 
—the year of the American occupation of 
the isthmus—Unbe joined the Liberal 
ranks, and as the commander of a division, 
took part in the disastrous battle of Tri- 


buna. 

This defeat ended his career in that cam- 
paign. 

The ways of peace did not hold him long, 
for when the revolution of 1895 broke out 
l'ribe at once cast his lot with the Liberals 
and marched a small force of rebels all the 
way from Cundinamarca to Tolima. A 
crushing defeat dispersed his forces. Alone 
he made his way back to Antioquia, where 
he proceeded to raise new revolutionary 
levies. 

While thus engaged he was made a pris- 
oner, but presently escaped and returned 
to Tolima, -whence he pgssed with a small 
force to the mountains in Santander, and 
then to the Magdalena river. While cross- 
ing the river he was caught between two 
forces and was taken captive. 

As a prisoner of war he was confined for 
six months in the famous Las Bovelas cells 
of the fortress In the harbor at Cartagena. 
From there he was taken to Bogota to be 
tried for high treason, put before the date 
set for the trial he was ammnested, together 
with all other political prisoners in Co- 
-jlombia. 
| The revolutionary standard was raised 
anew in 1899 at Bucaramanga. Uribe was 

proclaimed the Liberal leader. 

Hastening to the scene of action he took 
charge of the revolutionary forces and 
began his campaign of Santander—a cam- 
paign- famous chiefly for its brilifant de- 
feats. : oe 

“True generalship.”’ safd Uribe-Urihe. ‘Is 
shown not so much dur ng a battle as after. 
ward. With equal forces, when all is said, 
the issue of a battle ts always more or 
less a matter of luck. 

‘‘A good general has a chance to show his 
qualities after the battle, elther by the 
vigor of his pursuit, in case of victory, or 
econtrariwise by his steadfast conduct in 
retreat. Defeats are more trying to the 
soul than victories. I regret to say that 
my lessons of war have been largely learned 
in defeat.’ 

. The campaign of Santander began for 
Uribe with a desperate defense against the 
overwhelming assault of the government 


troops. 
Ttetreat followed disaster after disaster, 


dispersed on 10 in the crushing defeat 
of Zapatoca. With but three followers Tribe 
made Kis way to the coast, traversing the 
enemy's lines under cover of night. 

In September, 1900, Uribe reassumed the 
offensive with % followers, all told, but 
met with continued disaster. 

Uribe. with the help of friends, reached 
Rio Hacha. Alone he traversed the Goajira 
peninsula, and embarking at Maracaibo 
sailed to Curocoa, the haven for South 
American refugees. There he met his chief, 
Gen. Varros Santos, and laid the plans for 
the next yaar’s campaign. 


The first sinews of war for this campaign 


were raised by Uribe-Uribe in Now gYork 
early in 1901.

Minister Concha, whose recall may be 
deman.ied because of his attitude, appar- 
ently Is holding up the protocd! on his own 
account. 

His excuge is founded on the action of 
Rear Admiral Casey, who boarded the 
Bogota, Capt. Marmaduke's flagship, upon 
her arrival in Colomblan waters and de- 
maniled to see her papers to ascertain 
whether she had a right to use the (Co- 
lombian flag. 

Minister Concha -seays that, inasmuch as 
the vesse! was in Colombian waters. Ad- 
miral Casey's action was an “unlawful 
assumption of sovereignty."

The rain was falling in torrents, and it 
was very dark. 

After vg - about the room for several 
minutes and becoming weak from the gas, 
Mr. Curtis reached the table and touched 
the woman's body. He gave a cry of 
alarm and, running up stairs, awoke his 
familly, shouting: 

“There is a dead man down in the kitch- 
en!”

STILL FIGHTING THE UNION 


ITS RECOGNITION HAS NO PLACE 
IN THEIR PLANS. 


John Wanamaker Draws a Gloomy Pic- 
ture of the Conditions in His 
State Out of Which Grew the 
Coal Miners’ Strike. 


Special to the Post-Dispatcn. 

PHILADELPHIA, Oct. 29.—Smarting un- 
der the rebuke of the people of the Untted 
States, voiced in every newspaper in the 
lana, the coal barons were forced into quasi 
acceptance of President Roogevelt’s plan 
to «nd the strike. 

The strike has ended, the miners are at 
work and the process of settlement has 
begun. 

but if the people of the country think 
the coal barons have accepted the spirit of 
the President's propositions they are vastly 
mistaken. 

Right at the threshold of the work of 
the arbitration commission it Is clearly ap- 
parent that the coal mine and coal railway 
owners propose, if poatble, to nullify the 
vital purpose of the commission—arbitra- 
tion between employer and employed. Pres- 
ident Baer insists that the commission 
must deal with each mining property 5@p- 
arately; another baron, Thomas, insists 
that the commisston is to merely “‘investi- 
gate’’—not “‘arbitnate.”’ 

A third, Truesdale, proposes to eliminate 
John Mitchell from the inquiry sc far as 
his 12,000 employes are concerned. He wants 
the commission -to receive a comuaittee 
from his men to present their care. 

The whole trend’ of their objection is 
plain—the coal barons are still fighting the 
union, and mean to fight it to the last, 

This is demonstrated in another way. A 
movement is now on foot to have the Penn- 
sylvania legislature repeal the act requir- 
ing every miner to pass a rigid examina- 
tion and obtain a certificate from the min- 
ers’ examining board. 

The repeal of this act would permit the 
employment of inexperienced men in posi- 
tions where long training and great care 
are necessary tc avoid disaster. 

The law was passed to prevent acci- 
dents and therefore to protect the lives 
of workiungmen., Fut it had a result which 
had not been foreseen, in that it formed 
an impregnable citadel of strength to the 
miners’ cause. Had there been no restric- 
tions, the mines would have been filled 
with unskilled laborers as soon as the 
strike was declared, and the orgunization 
would have been forced to ignominious 
surrender. Having discovered this fact at 
great cost, the operators are ready to kill 
the law which strengthens the organization 
of their emplayes. 


Wanamaker Draws 

a Gloomy Picture. 

In an interview John Wanamaker, the 
merchant and philanthropist, explains how 


the coal baron sretain their grip on Penn- 
syivania, 

“This is a sunken state,’’ he said grave- 
ly. ‘‘I mean that literally. It is not on the 
surface of the map,” stretching his hand 
out over the top of the table. ‘Not on 
the map level with the rest of the country. 
It is sunken. 

“Certain of the trusts,”’ he continued, 
“have for years violated the constitution 
of the state, and the people are power- 
less, for, with the legislature and other 
branches of the government under absolute 
control of the machine, where can they go 
with hope of a hearing? 

“The constitution forbids any railway in 
Pennsylvania from mining or manufac- 
turing articles which are to be carried 
over its lines. For years the coal raflroads 
have openly violated.that provision of the 
organic law by various circumlocutions, 
Quay'’s governor and Quay’s creatures in 
other branches of the state government 
make it impossible to prosecute the violat- 
ors of the constitution. There is no at-

“Justice in Pennsylvania is Salterized and 
Potterized, State funds, appropriated to 
colleges, universities, hospitals and chari- 
ties, are manipulated, just as offices are, 
to buy off opposition. to subsidize those 
who have opposed the Quay machine.

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\ JUDGE ZACHRITZ'S BOODLE CHARGE 


‘The Port-Dispatch republished in full for the information of 
the public the charge of Judge Zachritz to the grand jury, April 
25, 1898, concerning the Central Traction deal. The publicity of 
the record in the case wae rendered necessary by the efforts of 
Judge Zachritz and his friends to make it appear that he orig- 
“Gnated the boodle investigation by this charge. 

The charge was brought out by the Post-Dispatch's exposure 
of the Central Traction bood'e deal and this paper’s demand 
In the light of recent dis- 
closures and events it makes interesting reading, 
even more astonishment than it did at the time of its delivery. 

It will be noted that the charge chiefly consists of a disqui- 
gition on the subject of criminal libel and‘the menace to public 
officials of newspaper accusations. That part of it which is 
not filled with denunciation of what Judgo Zachritz was pleased 
te call the “licentious” press was taken up with a warning to 
the grand jury to be exceedingly careful not to Indict accused 
Officials unless their cuilt was proven beyond & doubt, and an 
fnstruction to indict the editors of the newspaper making the ac- 
cusation if no indictment was found against the accused.

@vidence to indict and told the grand jury, “You will demand 
of the paper making the charge the evidence which they say 
they have or information which will furnish you with the evi- 
Gence upon which they claim they make their charge."’ He then 
instructed the grand jury if the evidence submitted was not 
sufficient that it was their duty to indict the newspaper editors 
for criminal libel.
